Saying that the mayoral race 
between Doug Martin and 
Ann-Marie Noyes was" a close 
one" is an understatement. 

On Monday night, Martin 
watched the results come in 
the atrium at Town Hall. 

Early numbers put Noyes in 
the lead by about 10 per cent 
after results from advance 
polls were posted. Noyes held 
a comfortable lead for most of 
the night until it was narrowed 
down to about three per cent 
with Martin behind by 313 
votes going into the waiting 
game of over an hour as tallies 
from Ward 2 still hadn't been 
determined. 

Then, all of a sudden the 
projector screen that dis¬ 
played the results as they 
came in showed the final fig¬ 
ure. Martin had 4,836 votes 
and Noyes finished only four 

votes behind with 4,832.

"We knew it was going to 
be close," said Martin. 

Controversial projects like 
the Crystal Beach Gateway 
Project are what Martin feels 
contributed to such a close 
race and that opposition to 
the idea of a 12-storey condo 
building on Erie Road at Bay 
Beach is a lot more promi¬ 
nent in Wards 4, 5 and 6 but 
especially in Ward 5. 


"We knew Crystal Beach 
would be a challenge," he 
said. 

Noyes has been highly 
opposed to the project since 
it came to the surface last 
year and Martin has support¬ 
ed it along with the majority 
of the current council. 

"I knew she would finish 
sttonger there," said Martin. 

He claims that in local 
elections in Fort Erie, results 
from Ward 3 can make or 
break a candidate as voting 


ttends there tend to be split 
between issues in other parts 
of Greater Fort Erie. Martin 
ended up with 907 votes in 
Crescent Park and Noyes was 
given 618 in the area. 

"That was an indicator we 
still had a chance," he said. 

But when the final results 
were posted, Martin cele¬ 
brated with his family and 
supporters and was thankful 
for everyone that voted for 

"It was abig relief," he said.

Coincidentally, when 
Noyes was elected as 
Stevensville's councillor 13 
years ago, she won by four 

She said it was a good con¬ 
test on her part and even 
though she didn't come out 
on top, is glad to see there 
was so much support for her 
political ideas in the commu- 

"If I would have knocked 
on five more doors.... maybe 
it would have made a differ¬ 


ence," she said. 

"I had a very positive cam¬ 
paign," she said. 

She said it makes sense to 
motion for a recount because 
if anything, it will validate the 
results and provide closure 
for herself and residents on 
whether the four vote win by 
Martin is accurate. 

"It will let the people know 
and validate the results so we 
can move on, as opposed to 
having the conspiracy theo¬ 
ries that will be floating 
around for the next four 
years,” she said. 

Martin said he is looking 
forward to the next council, 
to be sworn in on Dec. 6. 
There are four new members 
and two returning council¬ 
lors, Rick Shular and Bob 
Steckley. 

He said the biggest chal¬ 
lenge for new members will 
be handling the budget 
process because of its size 
and complexity. 

"That's something the new 
members will have to 
become comfortable with," 
said Martin.

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Council will consider recount

Since the mayoral race 
was won by Doug Martin by 
a difference of only four 
votes, it's possible a recount 
is on its way. 

But it won't take place 
with the flip of a switch like 
many residents would 
assume and needs to be ini¬ 
tiated by the approval of a 
resolution by the current 
council, explained Town 
clerk Carolyn Kett. 

"There are no automatic 
recount provisions any¬ 
more," she said. 

She said council will be 
presented with a report this 
Monday and will then 
decide whether or not a 
recount is warranted. 

"Because it was so close, 
we should go forward with 
a recount and settle this 
matter as quickly as possi¬ 
ble," she said. 

On Monday night, the 
local results were delayed 
for over an hour as a 
mishap at the Ward 2 
polling station required 
attention. As supporters of 
both candidates watched 
the results come 
in, they learned 
that something 
had happened 
with the results in 
Ward 2 and there¬ 
fore it was the last 
group of votes to 
be entered into 
the system. 

In every ward, a 
team of election 
volunteers visited 
different nursing 
homes, the hospi¬ 
tal and other loca¬ 
tions with institu¬ 
tion retirement 
ballot boxes, so 
people who are 
unable to get out 
were still given the 


through the electronic vot¬ 
ing tabulator, causing them 
to be "co-mingled." 

"He thought they were 

ment ballot box," she said, 
pointing out that some bal¬ 
lots had been counted 

"The only consequence 
was a delay," she added. 

In a letter forwarded by 
Kett to local media on 
Wednesday afternoon, she 
apologized to the candi¬ 
dates and the public for the 
extra time it took to show 
the results. 

Also on Wednesday, 


Noyes put in a request at 
Town Hall for council to 
consider a recount. She 
and Martin both said they 
will be declaring a conflict 
of interest when it is dis¬ 
cussed, allowing for the 
remaining members of the 
current council to decide 
whether or not they will 
follow through with a 

If for some reason, the 
idea is defeated, Noyes will 
have the option of petition¬ 
ing for a recount through 
the judicial system. 

Martin received 4,836 
votes to Noyes' 4,832.

He is taking over for 
Sandy Annunziata, who did 

the Ward 1 race since he is 
seeking the PC nomination 
to run for Niagara Falls- 
Fort Erie member of 
provincial parliament.

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Recent letter won’t stop Yellow Shirt Brigade 


Dear Editor, 


The Yellow Shirt 
Brigade has never 
answered publicly to the 
very few letters of criti¬ 
cism regarding our fight 
for health care, published 
in our newspapers, and we 
were going to treat the 
vicious attack made in 
both local newspapers last 
week, in just the same 
manner. We feel however, 
the people need to know 
that one letter would 
never put us down and 
make us quit. We will not 
quit until we have our ER 
and our services back. We 
need our local hospital. 

It was decided that we 
should respond to this let¬ 
ter as, it is not factual in 
many places. It is really 
too bad that the writer dis¬ 
likes the weekly “tirades” 
by the Yellow Shirt 
Brigade, however hun¬ 
dreds of people do like 
them, as it keeps them up 
to date and informed as to 
what is going on. We are 
fighting for those people 
who are not able to fight 
for themselves, either 
because if they speak out 
they may lose their job, or 
they are unable to get out 
to take a personal stand. 
We are speaking for the 
silent majority and will 
continue to work for them, 
so that they have the equal 
health care as given to 
those living in the larger 
centres, 

The writer of the letter, 
works with the NHS in her 
role on the Standing 


Committee, so is very 
obviously pro NHS , 
whereas we are not. We do 
not have to accept the 
cuts and loss of services 
and can, and will, speak up 
about it; nor do we rant 
about wanting the services 
of Toronto or Ottawa as 
that is plain drivel. 
However, when you make 
the comment “a recent 
Yellow shirt letter referred 
to our local doctors treat¬ 
ing trauma” you deliber¬ 
ately mislead the readers. 
The comment in the 
Sept.l7th letter was “our 
local doctors are very 
capable of diagnosing and 
treating illness and trau¬ 
ma. They went to school 
for years to learn how to 
do that, and now they are 
not able to use these skills 
to the best of their abili¬ 
ty”. Nowhere did it state 
that we had trauma sur¬ 
geons nor did it say that 
trauma surgery was per¬ 
formed. 

The Yellow Shirt 

Brigade has always 
praised our medical staff 
for the outstanding work 
that they do in spite of 
their enforced cuts of staff 
and services. 

The Yellow Shirt 

Brigade had a meeting 
with the DMH 

Foundation and a letter 
was written and published 
commending them for 
their efforts on the behalf 
of the people of Fort Erie, 
and promised to do all we 
could to get people to use 
the UCC to keep it viable 
- thus the expression “use 


being. 

The Yellow Shirt 
Brigade has always 
praised the work done by 
the Auxiliary and some of 
us have in fact been in the 
Auxiliary and have friends 

The NHS information 
sessions clearly told peo¬ 
ple to go to the UCCs with 
coughs, colds, bruises and 
minor ailments, and to self 
diagnose and go to 
Niagara Falls, Welland or 
St. Catharines with all 
other problems. If the 
numbers were down it was 
because of that, or because 
some medical staff person¬ 
nel told patients that they 
should not have gone to 
the DMH because it was 
not an ER. 

The positive things that 
the writer lost in her dia¬ 
tribe of the Yellow Shirt 
Brigade, was the effect of 
the supposed celebratory 
letter. We are trying hard 
to get our hospital back to 
where it can be used by 
local people for the treat¬ 
ment of illness and emer¬ 
gencies. Where babies can 
be bom and where our 
loved ones can receive 
palliative care and be visit¬ 
ed by people they know 
and love. How do you 
think the people in St. 
Catharines, Niagara Falls 
and Welland feel about 
their loved ones being sent 
to Fort Erie for their last 
days? 

Too far to be with and 
to give comfort. How will 
our statistics look when 
we have 100 per cent 
death rate. The definition 


of a hospital is “a place of 
medical care for sick and 
injured” and these words 
were not mentioned in her 
letter. 

The last paragraph in 
the letter really summed it 
up.
